* John Ruskin says, “There is no music in 
a rest but there is the making of music in it 
In the music of our lives we should not be 
dismayed by the rests. God himself will beat 
the time for us. With our eye on him let us 
strike the next note full and clear.’ 

* A vacation allows you to ride your hobby, 
i.e., to do the thing you like to do but have 
not had the time to do.” 

Here Mr. Church told a story from “The 
Americanization of Edward Bok,” how Bok 
had breakfast with Oliver Wendell Holmes in 
Boston, saw his carpenter shop and was told 
to be sure to have a hobby when he grew up 

Continuing, the Rev. Mr. Church stated 
“The true test of a vacation is in this: does it 
renew a right spirit within you? A vacation 
should make one brighter in thought and 
spirit, more aspiring, hopeful, confident of the 
future and trustful in God
